The scenes are laid in New York City, at 
the present time, and the opening picture re- 
veals the family of the Buchanans at supper, 
consisting of the father, Arthur Buchanan, his 
wife, Margaret Buchanan, their daughter. 
Helen, and son, Morten, his young wife, Alice, 
an orphan living with them, Grace, and Delia. 
a servant. The meal is interrupted by the 
entrance of a newsdealer, Hankin, who talks 
loquaciously of the journalism of the day and 
shows a knowledge of the best authors. He 
also hints at knowing Alice in a foreign coun- 
try. The family go upstairs at Morton’s invi- 
tation, but Alice, sad and distraught, remains 
alone. Morton returns to find her in that nerv- 
ous condition. She, with a struggle, while 
saying this is to be either the happiest or the 
worst moment of her life, confesses how in 
her struggle with poverty while a mere child 
in a big foreign city, she was betrayed by an 
older man. The blow falls heavily, but Morton 
rallies, and, ta‘ing her in his arms, vows his 
love for herself alone. The haughty sister, 
Helen, who has always disliked her, has stood 
in the doorway and overheard the confession. 
In act II. Helen treats her with contempt 
and reveals that she knows of her past. Mor- 
ton, rebelling at the family’s treatment of his 
wife, asks them to leave his house, where they 
are dependent upon his bounty. The third act 
finds Morton growing suspicious of his devoted 
wife. He suspects the old newsdealer, and the 
climax comes when he accuses her of taking a 
hundred dollars from the safe to use in paying 
the newsman hush money. Alice resents this 
with all her strength of character and herself 
leaves the home where she has been so mis- 
judged and persecuted. Act IV. shows Morton, 
haggard and crestfallen, on the terrace in 
front of his parents’ suburban home. Helen 
gives him a note, in which Alice asks him to 
bring the little orphan, Grace, of whom she 
was so fond, to see her in the park. He goes, 
but returns, bringing Alice, pale and ill of con- 
sumption contracted while working to support 
herself in a factory. Morton vows his faith 
in her and offers to give her every attention, 
but after greeting Grace she dies in his arms. 
The play, not without some strength, is a bit 
crude in construction; the somewhat socialistic 
views it contained pleased the audience—such 
speeches as ‘‘Not every newsdealer can be a 
philosopher, but every philosopher becomes the 
newstealer,”’ ‘‘All can not become celebrities, 
but the celebrity is often found in the gutter,’’ 

New York is a battle ground where the people 
struggle for existence,’ “It’s a terrible place,” 

One may neglect a wife, a father, or a mother, 
but never a customer,’’ Miss Eliscu, a tiny, 
dark haired woman, reveals considerable 
Strength as an emotional actress. She is of 
the intense type, and the play of expression on 
her features is remarkable. She lacks repres- 
sion at times, but her acting is most promising. 
Carl Anthony, as the husband, gave a smooth, 
even, well-sustained performance. Particularly 
pleasing is the delightful quality of his voice 
and excellent enunciation. Eva Condon gave a 
clean-cut portrayal of the haughty, sarcastic, 
contemptibly mean sister, to the utter disgust 
of the gallery. The old newsdealer, a capital 
characterization, was cleverly interpreted by 
William Robert Daly, and William Herbert, 
that capable, reliable actor, made much of the 
trouble-pursued old father, Arthur Buchanan. 
The play itself must have lost much in the 
translation from the Yiddish, for whatever was 
lacking in the performance is to be laid more 
to the door of the dramatist than to the exi- 
gencies of the very efficient company of players. 
Her Past is to be continued in its English ver- 
sion the week of June 10. It is the intention 
of the management to present the play with the 
same cast on Broadway in a short time, and 
later on to make a tour of the principal cities 
of the country.

OLYMPIC THEATRE BURNED. 


From the Chicago offices of The Billboard in 
the Sehiller Building, can be seen only the 
ruins of the hitherto popular vaudeville theatre, 
The Olympic. The fire which visited this place 
at a few minutes before twelve o'clock Friday 
night, June 14, tarried only long enough to 
convert the oldest vaudeville house in Chicago 
into a mass of twisted ironwork, a conglomera- 
tion of charred woodwork and a heap of debris 
like which the mind can picture after such a 
disaster. 

The evening performance was over and the 
performers had forgotten the day. Many were 
enjoying repasts in the various down town 
cafes adjacent to the theatre, as is the custom 
with most players after a day's work at con- 
tinuous vaudeville, like which was customary 
to be given at the Olympic. It was about fif- 
teen minutes before twelve when night watch- 
man Max Eberhardt, who was making his 
rounds saw the first glimmer of the blaze. 
Hurrying to the fire alarm box in front, he im- 
mediately sent in an alarm, and coming back to 
the place played on the fire with a stream from » 
chemical tank. When the firemen arrived the 
flames were shooting out of the cracks in the 
upper gallery and small pieces of wood were 
dropping on the upholstered seats below. For a 
time it was thought that the fire was under 
control, but a moment later a long arm of fire 
shot out reaching across the auditorium. 

The second call was then sounded and this 
was followed quickly by a general alarm and 
calls for extra assistance. During this time 
while the firemen were fighting the flames from 
the galleries, huge embers were falling into the 
pit. cansing a blaze that at once enveloped the 
entire interior. 

The steel curtain that was placed in the the- 
atre shortly after the Iroquois fire, was held 
aloft instead of being dropped. It was not 
known definitely why this curtain was not 
dropped, but it is stated that one of the com- 
manding marshals refused to order the curtain 
dropped after he had been warned of the danger 
by Abe Jacobs, manager of the theatre. 

Great excitement prevailed among the actors, 
many of whom were seated in The College Inn 
and the restaurant of The Union Hotel when 
they became aware of the fact that the Olympic 
was on fire and many of them rushed into the 
street and in front of the flaming structure 
offering big rewards for volunteers to carry out 
their belongings. Some of them descended the 
basement stairs leading into the dressing rooms 
and carried out as many of their valuables as 
they could seize. Chief of the Fire Department 
Horan ordered a number of men to assist the 
performers in recovering their belongings. 

The fire was not under control until long 
after midnight, and just after the chief, who 
thinking that no more damage could be done, 
called his men away from the scene, the roof 
of the four story building collapsed, bulging out 
the north end of the wall. 

The Olympic Theatre was the oldest vanude- 
ville theatre in Chicago. It was built in 1877 
and valued at $250,000. The building was 
owned by the Ashland Block Association, of 
whieh J. A. Waller is the manager It has 
been conducted almost exclusively as a vande- 
ville house since its erection Kohl & Castle 
have had the management of it in recent years, 
and on whom the greater part of the loss falls. 

The origin of the fire is not definitely known. 
but no doubt was due to crossed electric wires 
between the first and second galleries. The 
loss Is estimated at about $150,000. 

In view of the fact that only two vandeville 
houses have been running in Chicago for some 
time, It is likely that the Haymarket will be 
re-opened sooner than was intended in order to 
accommodate the great mass of lovers of vaude- 
ville. The Majestic alone will be inadequate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 


The prediction that there would be no summer 


in 1907, said to have been printed in an 
almanac 70 years ago, has been fulfilled to 
date—at least in Washington, D. C., as there 


has not been one warm day since the opening of 
the park season. 

Owing to the great influx of Jamestown vis- 
tors and favored by the cool weather, the the- 
atres, all but one of which are open, are doing 
big business, 

Luna Park, which inaugurated ita second 
season May 25, has enjoyed remarkably large 
business conside ring the cold weather: even on 
rainy days good sized crowds are in attend 
ance, largely due, no doubt, to the able manage 
ment and liberal policy of Manager Goodfellow 
and Mr. McCusker, both of whom have enviable 
records as successful summer amusement pur 
veyors and have already established the Wash 
ington Luna Park as the leading modern resort 
in this seetion of the country. 

Under the new regime Luna has been improved 
and enlarged and has by its new attractions 
end big features won the hearty arnroval of 
the amusement seekers of Greater Washington. 

A modern park like Luna has long been need- 
ed in this city, and a golden harvest sho 
reward the promoters of the enterprise. Wash- 


ington has double the number of amusement 
places of any past summer. 

With Wilton Lackaye, Hilda Spong and Char- 
lotte Walker heading the Columbia Stock Co. 
at the Columbia, Edwin Ardin and his stock 
company at the Belasco, Aborn Opera Co. at 
the National, a stock burlesque company at 
the Lyceum and popular priced combinations at 
the Majestic, it would seem that it is being 
overdone, but the business thus far has been 
uniformly good and the triumvirate of stars 


at the Columbia, supported by a strong cast, 
did capacity business nightly since their open 
ing. 

Two new parks, Glen Echo and Great Falls, 
are bidding for the public patronage, but one 
place being boycotted and the other having no 
amusements an! both closed on Sundays, their 
business is confined principally to family part- 


les and picnics. 

Chesapeake Beach, on the bay, is again draw- 
ing good crowds. With the excellent bathing. 
fishing. crabbing and many amusements this 
beautiful resort offers advantages which attract 
large crowds daily. 

Paul Y. Waters is general manager and J.

ity. The vaudeville that has grown out 
of earlier variety is a thing of mam- 
moth proportions. Of course, the 
competition for acts of international 
reputation conduces potently to the 
present condition, but so far it has not 
operated to reduce the salaries of acts 
that have not reached the headline 
state. 

It is a far cry from the simple, in- 
expensive negro minstrelsy of a couple 
of generations ago, through the in- 
termediate stages of French opera 
bouffe and British burlesque, to the 
vaudeville of to-day. 

Now, we are on the eve of another 
noteworthy vaudeville revival. Our im- 
presarios are assiduously seeking the 
best and most expensive acts of all 
countries. There will be more and 
better vaudeville in America next win- 
ter than ever before. 


We are entitled to wonder whether 
the lifting of the ban from the music 
of Gilbert and Sullivan’s The Mikado, 
by the Lord Chamber- 
lain of England was 
not instigated by a 
certain amusing inci- 
dent that was recently 
reported in our newspapers. When a 
British Admiral, accompanied by the 
military and naval officers at Chatham,

was entertained recently on board a 
Japanese warship, the Japanese band 
played the Mikado music as a compli- 
ment to the guests. 

Apropos of the question of censor- 
ship, a writer in The Times, New York, 
says: 

The theory of theatrical censorship is ad- 
mirable. It aims to protect public morality 
by guarding the mind of the multitude, as far 
as possible, against contaminating influences. 
It tries to check irreverence toward religion 
and to avoid needless public offense to the sen- 
Sibilities of friendly foreigners. But in prac- 
tice, as the practice goes in England, with the 
Lord Chamberlain to direct it, the theatrical 
censorship has dismally failed. We do _ not 
know how nearly true may be the London 
Academy's statement that performance of Mae- 
terlinck’s Monna Vanna was prohibited because 
the Examiner of Plays misread a line in the 
““stage directions,’’ but most of the prohibitions 
on the score of morality are about as intelli- 
gent and discriminating as that of Maeter- 
linck’s play. 

Ibsen’s Ghosts, D’Annunzio’s Dead City, Shel- 
ley’s Cenci are prohibited; Zaza, Sapho and A 
Wife Without A Smile are licensed. The effect 
on the public mind is lamentable. Everybody 
laughs or sneers at the -Lord Chamberlain's 
censorship. 


MRS. W. G. JONES, 


America’s Oldest Actress Dies in New 
York City. 


Mrs. W. G. Jones, considered to be the old- 
est living American actress, died in New York 
City, June 13, at the age of eighty years. Mrs. 
Jones made her last appearance behind the foot- 
lights in Robert Mantell’s company and her last 
appearance in public was at the benefit for the 
Actors’ Church Alliance at St. Chrysostom’s 
Church, April 15. Her death occurred at the 
home of her daughter, Mrs. Birdseye, at 101 
W. 96th street. 

Mrs. Jones’ maiden name was Julia Wagstaff. 
She was born in Chatham, Eng., in 1828, and 
her father was an English army officer. Her 
professional debut was made at the Walnut 
Street Theatre, Philadelphia, in the role of 
the Duke of York in Richard III. 

In 1845, while playing an engagement as the 
leading woman of the Old Bowery Theatre, 
she met and married W. G. Jones, a young actor 
in the same company as herself. Three children 
were born to her of this marriage. Her hus- 
band died in the late fifties, and seme years 
after his death, in 1861, she married Benjamin 
John Drew. By that time, however, her name, 
Mrs. W. G. Jones, had become such a household 
word in the theatrical world that she always 
retained it on the stage. 

At different times in her career she had sup- 
ported Forrest, Booth, Barrett, McCullough and 
all the old-time stars and in later days she was 
a member of Miss Maude Adams’ company, dur- 
ing the long career of The Little Minister and 
also during the all-star Romeo and Juliet pro- 
duction in which Miss Adams, Jas. K. Hackett, 
and William Faversham appeared. Her per- 
formance of the Nurse in Romeo and Juliet was 
world-famous and she excelled in nearly all of 
the Shakesperian dowager roles. 

She was a woman of brilliant attainments 
quite apart from her professional work; she had 
a droll wit, a tremendous fund of common sense 
and one of the softest, biggest hearts in the 
entire country. In her own walk of life she 
was loved universally, and no woman of the 
stage has done more to help and counsel the 
younger members of her own profession. .ue 
oldest actress in America when she died, there 
isn’t an actress on the stage today whose death 
will call forth such heartfelt regret from the 
people of the stage. 

Mrs. Jones’ death places the honor of being 
America’s oldest actress on the brow of Mrs. 
Sol Smith, who is now appearing as the Nurse 
in Romeo and Juliet at the Academy of Music.

miserable typed stuff as sent them, and actual- 
ly announced such entertainments as a certain 
troupe of negro minstrels, as ‘‘the most magnifi- 
cent production ever sent on the road, costing 
100,000 and comprising seventy-five peo- 
ple.”’ The truth was that the show was a 
howling nuisance—not worthy the attention of 
a prison eudience, carried about twenty-five 
incompetents and a manager and probably cost 
$500 to put on the road. No real press agent 
would have foisted such a bunch of outrageous 
falsehoods upon a fellow man but the $10 a 
week man with a typewriter and mimeograph 
in some 4 by 6 office in New York didn’t care 
what he wrote, and the owners and booking 
agents probably told the managers that ‘‘any- 
thing would do for the south.” 

Some day they will find that a mistake has 
been made. The Southern public is by no 
means ignorant, and notwithstanding the fact 
that there are few towns with more than one 
theatre, and the people have to stand for what- 
ever is sent their way—they can do the stand- 
ing on the outside, if they choose, and if the 
dramatic and city editors of the Southern news- 
papers decided amongst themselves to waste- 
basket every wad of misspelled, blotted, ex- 
aggerated and lying advance stuff, it will make 
some difference even in the ten per cent. camps. 

In The News and Courier offices, of Charles- 
ton, S. C., where I have the honor to preside 
at the city desk, and also, because I like it, 
take charge of theatrical and amusement mat- 
ters, we have always been most generous, and 
have regarded the dramatic and amusement 
‘news’ as important and interesting as any 
class, and have given all the space desired to 
these features. My aim and desire is to give 
in advance of a play as much real information, 
as can be condensed into reasonable space, and 
the day after the performance to give my own, 
unprejudiced opinion of the production, from 
an artistic and social standpoint. We have, 
for some years, given more space to theatrical 
and amusement events than some of our neigh- 
bors, but I argue with the management that 
what concerns several hundred intelligent peo- 
ple, every day, or every night, is worthy of 
considerable attention. During the season just 
passed I have considered it my duty to severely 
criticize a number of the ‘‘productions of- 
fered and have had any number of rows, not 
with the local management but with traveling 
managers. The theatregoing public has not 
always agreed with me, but I fully believe that 
they take notice, and are assured of my free 
dom from prejudice or favoritism. But we need! 
the press representatives, the first-class busi- 
ness men who can tell what they ‘‘know’’ about 
the shows they are representing, and tell it in 
an interesting way. It may profit the big men 
at home for a while to do away with the press 
agent but the difference will soon be apparent. 
There is going to be a revolt from the miser ible, 
machine-made stuff, with dashes for the lead 
ing actors’ name and place of birth, and a 
string of adjectives after the blank that com- 
pletely fill the line. We understand down this 
way, and do not expect to put up with it al 
ways.

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TAMMEN ACQUITTED OF BLAME. 


Frank Tammen, manager of the Sells-Floto 
Show, was acquitted of the charge of man- 


slaughter in the case of Ruth Rosell, the four- 
year-old girl who was fatally bitten by a tiger 
which escaped from its cage at Twin Falls, 


Idaho, May 25. David C. Weber defended the 
showman at the trial which took place June 1 
at Twin Falls. 

It was shown by the evidence introduced in 
behalf of Mr. Tammen that the accident oc- 
curred after the regular performance of the 
show, while the animals in the menagerie tent 
were being fed by their keepers. Mr. and Mrs. 
Cc. E. Rosell, parents of the girl killed, were 
leaving the tent when the tiger in some inex- 
plicable manner escaped. 

A score of circus attendants and J. W. Bell, 
a blacksmith, who was armed with a revolver, 
immediately started to recapture the animal, 
which made a dash for the outside, jumping 
on «a pony in its flight. While the tiger was 
being shot at and clubbed, it leaped from the 
pony’s back and collided with Mrs. Rosell and 
her daughter, knocking both of them down. The 
girl being in the foreground, received the full 
brunt of the impact, and in a twinkling the 
tiger closed its jaws upon her throat. The tiger 
released its hold instantly, and again started for 
the opening, but was shot dead before it had 
gone ten feet. 

Manager Tammen was not in the animal tent 
at the time the tiger escaped, and knew nothing 
of the accident until some time later. No one 
held him blamable, but while the owner of the 
cireus were preparing to arrange a settlement, 
an agent approached Rosell and induced him 
to swear out a warrant for Mr. Tammen’s ar- 
rest.

Immediately after the accident David C. Web- 
ber, the well-known Denver lawyer, who is 
counsel for the Sells-Floto Show, arrived in 
Twin Falls to adjust the matter. 

During the trial it was conclusively proved 
that such an accident, while wholly unavoid- 
able and unexpected as in this instance, was 
not liable to happen more than once in the life- 
time of a circus.

This 
matter is causing the circus managers a great 
deal of worry and unless hippodromes are built 
in several of the larger cities the circuses will 
be compelled to pass up some of their best 
stands.

The unusually backward season has had the 
effect of developing ‘‘cold feet’? among not a 
few of the fun providers and concessionaires
